are most knowledge about the content of each item identified therein; or partial English 
translations in accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.98 (a)(3)(ii) that are within the possession, custody 
or control of, or that are readily available to any individual designated under 37 C.F.R. § 1.56(c) 
for the instant application are provided with this IDS. 

JP 2002-61936 is relevant because it discloses an opening closing member [23], 
which is shown in FIG 1 . 

JP 7-40912 is relevant because it discloses a lower connecting flange [13]. 

JP 58-100108 is relevant because it discloses a car with an air conditioner [1] with 
a heater core [2]. It further discloses a shutter [9] for switching between internal air and external 
air for intake by the air conditioner [1]. The shutter [9] has a one way valve member [92] of an 
elastic material such as rubber that allows air to escape when the internal pressure is applied to 
the valve member [92]. 

JP 52-22899 is relevant because it discloses detent mechanisms (FIGs 1-4). 

JP 55-19241 is relevant because it discloses a detent mechanism (FIG 1). 

JP 55-165321 is relevant because it discloses detent mechanisms (FIGs 1 and 2). 

JP 2002-347666 is relevant because it discloses eaves in the rear portion of the 
roof (FIGs 2 and 9). It further discloses a rear window [23] that can be opened by pivoting about 
a pivot [P3] (FIG 9). The window may have hinges [22] (FIG 2). 
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JP 58-54466 is relevant because it discloses eaves that may extend over an opened 
front windshield [4a]. 

JP 2003-49449 is relevant because it discloses lamps on the right and left part of 

the roof. 

All of the translations within the possession, custody or control of, or readily 
available to individuals designed under 37 C.F.R. § 1.56(c) for the instant application have been 
enclosed. The enclosed translations are partial translations of JP J.-148816, JP 2000-175543, and 
JP 2001-39153, which also serve as concise explanations of the relevance of these references.
